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SOMETIMES opportunity knocks, and some- 
times it pounds, But when Ephraim Kishon 
walked into the Habimah offices two years 
ago with a suggestion to make a musical adap- 
tation of his Academy Award-winning motion 
picture, Salah Shabbati — at the very time when 
Habimah was searching for productions ap- 
propriate for the State of Israel's 40th-anni- 
versary celebration — this was a case of oppor- 
tunity actuaily breaking down the door and 
beating you over the head with the knob. 

The motion picture, written and directed by 
Kishon and filmed in 1967, deals with the 
problems of mass immigration to Israel just 
after the founding of the State. It centres on 
one newly arrived Yemenite, Salah Shabbati, 
and his period of adjustment in a ma’bara- 
(transit camp). “The timing was so perfect 
that before I had finished explaining my idea 
to the Habimah administration, there was a 
contract In front of me,” sald Kishon. 

The idea for the musical was suggested by 
the Vienna Opera, which had wanted Kishon 
to write the dialogue and Leonard Bernstein 
(o compose the music. When this proposal fell 
through, Kishon took the idea to Habimah, 

“Since the format had been changed from a 
motion picture to a stage musical, I didn't see 
a need to be faithful to the 1967 story line. 
With such big differences, I felt free.to make 
wholesale changes.” 

Geula Nunni, who plays Shabbati's wife, 
after having portrayed his daughter in 1967, is 
the only link to the filmed version. “While the 
musical has many new directions, the plot 
changes are less than the differences between 
making a movie and doing a play. In a movie, 
you film a sequence and print it — and that's it. 
In a play, you rehearse continuously, and you 
can keep coming up with new ideas right upto | 
the last minute." τ 


AFTER WATCHING Kishon ‘as a director, 
One understands exactly his concept of 
change. He is not an authoritarian, fire- 
breathing type. He is soft-spoken and very 
patient with his cast. He lets them make sug- 
gestions, and tries scenes from every which ὦ 
way, changing dialogue and staging until he 
- believes he has it just right” 

- * ‘Assistant-director Tal Harari says; “We're 
still at pe gs where things are very fluid. 
‘Working with Kishon, one gets the feeling of 

. Commedia dell'arte with respect to the creative 
energy and spontaneity that he demands from 
his actors.” : 

One of the many new additions is a funny 
"+ scene that shows Salah inadvertently mis- 


gambling away their small savings. Salah be- 
comes so enraged by his wife's calling him 
“dummy” that he manages a tremendous 
burst of energy and vanquishes his opponent, 
who had become so certain of victory that he 
had ordered lunch in the middie of the campe- 
tition. ““Thanks for getting me so angry,” says 
Shabbati, who falls exhausted into his wife's 
arms. 

As be is hoisted victorious and paraded 
around the camp, he is spotted by the Mapai 
election committee, who recognize in Salah a 
natural leader. Much of the later narrative 
deals with the political exploitation of a naive 
Sephardi by an unprincipled group of 
Ashkenazim. 


HOW DOES KISHON, born in Budapest, 
know so much about the Sephardi way of life 
In 9 ma’bara? “1, too, was in a ma'bara in 
1949, I remember standing in line for our daily 
rations and 1 struck up a conversation with ἃ 
Yemenite by the name of Sa‘adia. 1 asked him 
what his profession was, and he said he was a 
locomotive engineer. When I asked him on 
which tine, he answered me, Ἵ haven't started 
yet." ; 

“That was the inspiration for Salah. In the 
movie'and the play, the profession is that of 
shoemaker, but the answer is the same.” 

Since Salah is unemployed, frequently con- 
niving and always a hairbreadth from disaster, 
doesn’t Kishon fear that people wilt brand it as 
a racist characterization? 7 


“My enemies do so all the time," says Ki- 
shon, with an animating smile, More serious- 
ly, he continued: “When the movie was made 
in 1967, the term ‘racism’ was not a part of our 
vocabulary. Nowadays, audiences are too 50- 
phisticated to mistake my humour for racial 
slurs. It is clear that the Sephardim are treated 
warmly and are the heroes of the story. Fur- 
thermore, Ze'ev Revach, who plays Salah, is a 
vont and this adds authenticity to the 
role, ᾿ : 

“The real point of the play is that everyone 
is in the same boat, and the message is how to 
survive in a crazy world by using one’s wits.” 

What aspect of the musical adaptation did 
Kishon feel was his biggest challenge? “Sur- 
prisingly, peasy Lit and music went rather 
smoothly since I had the good sense not fo da 
it myselt." Haim Hefer wrote the lyrics, and

The Hidden Fortress, as iv matter 
ol fact, was aoe of Kanosowa's big- 
gest bos oftice hits home, No 
wonder, since it conforms with most

merically superior enemies; the 
princess in distress; the challenge to 
be met; and spectacular scenes that 
take your breath away. The Japa- 
hese audience obviously knows how 
to appreciate such elements, but the 
director heing Kurosawa, there is, 
of coure, more. 

First of all. there is Toshira Mi- 
fune, ane of the strongest personal- 
ities ever ta grace the screen. His 
electrifying presence is enough to 
endow cven banal scencs with an 
imposing majesty. Opposite him, 
Misa Uchara, chosen out of 4,000 
cundidates for the part of the prin- 
cess (so says Donaid Ritchie, and 
nobody knows better what's what in 
Japanese cinema) is simply astonish- 
ing as she walks around in 16th- 
century shorts, her intperious de- 
meanour, ageressive voice and 
brusque movements presenting a to- 
tally unexpected character. And 
above all, there is the wide screen, 
used by Kurosawa for the first time, 
and Kurosawa himself. 


TREATISES could be written 
about the distribution of live and 
still objects in every frame; the juci- 
cious choice of every angle; the sud- 
den appearance of entire armies 
over the crest of a hill: or the tempo 
of a breathtaking chasc. 

No wonder that after using the 
wide screen here, Kurosawa could 
never go back to the conventional 
size. It seems to fit his requirements 
exactly, his need to show vast spaces 
in which 3 simple point may be mov- 
ing, or human masses spilling over 
in an unstoppable torrent.

THEMATICALLY, this is ut mo- 
ments slightly embarrassing, Kur- 
osawa treating almost with con- 
tempt anyone who doesn't have 
noble blood. There are none of 
those profundly human elements, 
one encounters in films such as 
fkirun, Dodeskaden and Dersu 
Uzala, nor the philosophical consid- 
erations of a Rashomon, Kagemu- 
sha or Ran (to mention only films 
which have been shown here), But it 
fs exhilarating to see him in high 
spirits, milking the two farmers for 
all the humour their characters of- 
fer, making magnificent use of every 
feline move and silent glance of Mi- 
fune and showing off his virtuoso 
technique with an ease that has no 


peer. 


The duel of spears, lasting almost 
20 minutes, is one of the most fasci- 
nating scencs he has ever directed, 
the fire ceremony, an unsuspected 
explosion of excitement. No one 
should ask for more. 


A HIGH-RANKING officer and a 
tank commander share a room ina 
hospital after the Yom Kippur War. 
They are both suffering from severe 
shelishock, each one with his own 
private phobia as a result of his ex- 
periences on the Suez Canal. The 
first has had his entire unit wiped 
out under his eyes, and has been 
held responsible for it. The second 
was about to take a photo of his 
crew sitting on the tank, when a 
missile hit it, killing everybody but 


him. Beth are trying to come to 
terms with these fearful memories. 

This is the subject of Shellshock, a 
new Israeli film written and directed 
by Yoel Sharon, who knows exactly 
what he is talking ubout, since he 
himself lost the use of his legs in that 
sume war and met cases identical to 
those described in the film while in 
hospital, adjusting to his own 
condition, . 

The first part of the picture takes 
place in the hospital. A couple of 
early sequences describe treatment 
by pentothal, which is supposed to 
make the patient revive the past in 
detail, in order to make it 
acceptable. 

From the protected seclusion of 
the therapy centre the story moves 
into real life, as the alder of the two 
patients goes back to his wife and 
child, and tries to get buck into his 
military unit as well, while the youn- 
ger one, who cannot yet face his old 
life ngain goes to live an the beach, 
away from everybody and every- 
thing. But the two men keep in 
touch, and while one moves gradu- 
ally towards a recovery of surts, the 
other finally manages to destroy 
himself completely and in the pro- 
cess also hurt those who are close to 
him. 


THERE [S$ NO doubt both stories 
look authentic enough, but some- 
how Sharon doesn't really try to 
penetrate the characters in depth, 
the result being a treatment of the 
problems raised rather than of the 
people involved. 

While Dan Turgeman overcomes 
some of the difficulty by playing it ἃ 
simple, straightforward fashion. 
Asher Tzarfati relies far too much 
on theatrical effects which, by being 
so obvious, reduce the credibility of 
his part, actor and character never 
really merging. 

The two female characters are 
like leads in old Westerns: soulful 
bed companions who understand, 
suffer and support the hero, but 
have no real identity of their own. 

“The other catch is the story. Shar- 
on implies many things but never 
makes them sufficiently clear. Both 
men suffer from acute traumas, but 
there is nothing to indicate there is 
any reason for feelings of guilt in 
either. Only at the end are we given 
to understand that it is not the death 
of a friend he couldn’t save that 
bothers the young tank commander 
but worse than that, the hints that 
the colonel was framed by a superior 
officer are left in the air, as a possi- 
bility never explored. 

As it is, you may be under the 
impression these are a couple of 
over-sensitive guys stunned out of 

their minds by the shock of war. 
What happens to them is interesting 
on a limited, academic, rather than 
emotional level, and the whole point 
of the treatment is not at ali evident. 


Still, one has to give credit to - 


Sharon for tackling the subject of 
psychological war invalidism 
earnestly, and for reminding 
us of a typical Israeli tragedy which 
is too often taken for granted. 
And one more thing. As we ure ἃ 
small nation living in ἃ state of con- 
stant bolligerency with our neigh- 
bours, it is inevitable that cases such 
as those shown in this picture will be 
painfully familiar to many members 
of the audience. I- have no doubt 
that in their eyes, this will be much 
more than an academic question. 
The same thing happened Inst 
year with Don’t Give a Damn, which 
suffered from many similar short- 


comings. It won't be surpising.- 


therefore, if this picture elicits the 
‘same kind of sympathy from the 
audience. ΠΗ 
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fered a professorship in Germany in 
the Inte 1960s, he replied that he 
would rather teach Israelis in Jeru- 
salem or Tel Aviv. 

“Everyone was surprised when, a 
few months after finishing my stud- 
ies in Belgium, I packed up and 
came home to Israel,” he said. “I 
felt that if [ stayed longer 1 would 
not be able to come home, and it 
was obvious to me that my place was 
here.” 

Today, Prof. Kless is head of the 
Strings Department at Tel Aviv 
University’s Rubin Academy of Mu- 
sic, but he also has an international 
career as a teacher, chamber player 
and soloist. He is presently giving a 
one-week course in Stuttgart, which 
he does cach April and November, 
and will give several performances 
there as well. In December, he ap- 
peared with the Philharmonia in 
Finland, “not for Israel's 40th anni- 
versury or for uny other special oc- 
easion, but as a regular soloist in a 
subscription series." 

During the upcoming summer va- 
cation, he will travel to the U.S. and 
Europe and will also visit Australia 
and the Far East. His trips abroad 
usually combine teaching and 
performing. 

Kless has also succeeded in at- 
tracting pupils from abroud. After 
one woman from Finland came to 
study with him at the Rubin Acade- 
my, other Finnish students fol- 
lowed. “I suggested to the America- 
Israel Cultural Foundation that 
instead of giving Israelis scholar- 
ships to study abroad, they should 

give American Jews scholarships to 
study here, so at least we'll be doing 
something Zionistic. They were in 
shock at first but afterward decided 
the idea was worth considering.” 


Kless, 47, said the level of musical 
-ability of academy students has risen 
since he completed his own studies 
there more than two decades ago, 


. but he is concerned that there are so 


few strings students. There are plen- 
ty of good conservatories providing 
elementary music education, he 
said, but too many pupils stop play- 
ing in'their early teens — a phenome- 
non that he blames on their teach- 
ers. 
He also commented that the Isra- 
el Philharmonic Orchestra prefers 
Israeli violinists living abroad to lo- 
cal Israelis as soloists, except for 
violinists from within the orchestra 
who are given solo opportunities as 
perks. “Gettirig a solo spot appar- 
ently requires good connections and 
taking tests, things which I'm not 


᾿ 
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ost 


ready to do at this stage of my ca- 
Teer,” he says. 

IPO spokesman Ya’akov Mishori 
suid he recently asked Kless why he 
doesn't put in a request to solo with 
the orchestra. “He said he wants us 
to invite him rather than his having 
to ask," Mishori said, “but that's 
not the way we work. Any Israeli 
soloist who wants to appear with us 
writes a letter, and we consider each 
application." 

Kless also said that Israeli concert 
managers do not put enough empha- 
sis on solo violin recitals or violin- 
piano duos. “They seem to prefer 
larger ensembles, as if the more 
people they have on the stage at one 
time, the better,” he said. “In fact, 
that’s nonsense, because when the 
public is offered a solo violin recital 
or works for violin and piano, audi- 
ence response is very enthusiastic.” 

Kless also plays chamber music 
with larger ensembles, however, 
participating in the Israel Baroque 
Players and the Piano Quartet.

Lavry came to Israel from Poland 
in 1935,at age 32.

He wrote many pieces inspired by 
‘Israeli landscapes, including °Kin- 
neret,” “Pictures of Jerusalem” and 
“On the Slopes of Mt. Carmel.” 
Some of his compositions incorpo- 
rate biblical themes, with works in- 
cluding “The Psalm of Psalms,” the 
oratorio “Esther” ond the opera 
“Tamar.” 

Lavry also wrote Israel's first 
march, the nation's first opera 
(“Dan the Guard" ~ dealing with 
relations between Jews and Arabs) 
and even the Lebanese national an- 
them, which was later amended 
when word leaked out that its com- 
poser was Israeli, He wrote the first 
Israeli symphony, a commemora- 
tion of the Warsaw Ghetto. In addi- 
tion to his musical work, he also 
established Kol Zion L'Gola (‘The 
Voice of Zion to the Diaspora), Is- 
raeli radio broadcasts to the Soviet 
Union, at the request of David Ben-~ 
Gurion in 1949, 


Onc of the two soloists at the 
Haifa Symphony concerts will be his 
daughter, Efrat Lavry, a harpist, 
who will play a concerto that her 
father wrote for her in 1963. 

The other solvist will be German 
Piunist Thomas Duis, who won see- 
ond prize in the 1986 Arthur Rubin- 
stein competition. Duis, whuse visit 
here has heen made possible with 
the help of the Goethe Institute in 
Tel Aviv, will play Tehuikevsk;’s 
Piano Concerto Na.

For 
rt, Sicilian cannoli bad always 
ted with pumpkin pie. The Thanks- 
giving meal for my family had inev- 
itably included chopped liver and 
chicken soup with kneidlach. 
1 am happy to say that Israel 


seems to be reaching this degree of 


Sophistication — and even surpassing 
it. Ε am happy that some Yom 
Hu’atzma’ut tables will be groaning 
under the weight of gefilte fish, 
while others will feature couscous 


τ ‘Ot kubbe. 
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Gastronomically, perhaps the nic- 
est part of the holiday lies in the fact 
that it comes at a perfect time for 
outdoor eating. 

If there is any “typical” Yom 
Ha’atzma’ut fare, it is probably 
grilled meat, an item that has come 
in for quite a bit of unfair criticism in 
recent years, especially on the part 
of so-called nature lovers. 

If people want to go outdoors, the 
nature lovers seem to think, it 
should be done properly, with 
guidebooks, for identifying flowers 
and birds, and with a knapsack filled 
v.th goodies tike cucumbers and 


upples.

great admirer of grilled meat, but 
only because it is so difficult 10 find 
meat worthy of grilling. Most of the 
commercially prepared kebabs and 
Sausages are unworthy of consider- 
ation and asking ihe butcher for a 
good steak is like asking a racetrack

tout for a sure horse: even if he had 
one, he wouldn't give it to you. 

It is for these reasons that 1 have 
become, in recent years, a devotec’ 
of the vegetarian grill. Put simply, I 
never saw a tough onion. 


FOR THOSE who have not becn 
shown such things by their school 
age children, the vegetarian grill isa 
simple matter. At home, you simply 
wash well and wrap in aluminium 
foil a goodly number of potatoes 
and onions. Bring along plenty as 
you're sure to lose a few in the fire. 

At the fire site itself, observe all 
the safety rules, clearing the area 
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around the fire, putting rocks 
around to contain it and making 
sure there is a source of water near- 
by. Then build a large bonfire, using 
any old wood you manage to find. 
When the fire has burned down a 
bit, use a large stick to push the 
onions and potatoes into the ashes. 
if the fire is hot enough, you can dig 
them out in about half an hour. 
Serve them as they are, with salt. 
For an additional degree οἵ so- 
phistication, you can include fresh 
corn, preferably stil! in the husk. 
Just pull out the silk and soak the 
corn in water before wrapping it up. 
There are those who are willing to 
forego a fire altogether. The vision 
of a smoky fire on a hut day doesn’t 
attract them and Urey are put off by 
the thought of small children roast- 
ing their tittle arms and legs: 
For them, I propose the Shapiro 
universal salud dressing, useful for 
cooked marinated vegetables, fresh 


lettuce, tomatoes and cucumbers 
and any odds and ends you might 
have lying around the fridge. 

Simply pour half a cup of oil, a 

uarter cup of vinegar, a few 
chopped cloves of garlic and half a 
teaspson of salt into a blender and 
whirl u few seconds.

Unlike mayonnaise, this dressing 
can be used without fear in hot 
weather. 

As far as Ti concerned, just give 
me a few salads, sume cold cuts, 
anough ice cold beer and P'm ready 
to celebrate the holiday in style.

WHAT A LOVELY way to spend 
the afternoon before the onset of 
the last day of Pessah: at Tzavta

At any rate, Justice Mir- 
iam Ben-Porat, who will be retiring 
atthe end of this month from the 
Supreme Court, of which she is dep- 
uty president, is regarded with enor. 
mous fordiess and tayalty by the 40 
eros dient women who Tnive 
ha their apprenticeship with 
her. 

Justice Ben-Porat’ evidently 
Wwarnily reciprocates this feeling and 
speaks with pride of the consider 
able number of her past clerks who 
have gone ante make their mark, 
such as ΔΎ Terlo, a former director. 
keneral of the Justice Ministry, the 
Political scientise Professor Yehes- 
kel BDuor, Professor Paina Lahay, 
now of Boston University. as well as 
‘Tel Aviv lawyer Yisriel Kantor. 

She mentioned especially hawyers 
Hannah Hoevay and Mirai Arai 
axl nade a point of saying (hat her 
slerks came from all parts af the 
political spectaum.

Again, the judge repudiated the 
Suggestion. The “special qualities" 
usually meant in such contexts, such 
as sensitivity or empathy, were, she 
felt, shared equally by men; it de- 
pended on the personality of the 
individual concerned. 

“In adoption or divorce cises my 
male colleagues have exhibited out- 
standing quulities of understanding 
and sensitivity. In fact, if a judge 
does not possess these qualities, he 
ought not to be on the Bench at all,” 
she added. 

“There are some topics,” she con- 
tinued, “that are traditionally 
thought of as ‘male,’ for example, 
technical or security-related sub- 
jects. It is possible that because | 
never served in the army, I don't 
have a feel for these subjects.” Even 
so, she added, this should not dis- 
qualify her as the judges on the 
Bench deal with the purely legal as- 
pects of cases. 

Judges do not perform for the me- 
dia nor do they deal much of the 
time with world-shattering issues, 
she pointed out. If one manages to 
formulate a rule or introduce an in- 
novation, one can see this as creativ- 
ity, she said, and her contributions 
in the fields of bills of exchange, the 
criminal code or in torts, as well as 
her 14 years of teaching at the He- 
brew University, have given her sat- 
isfaction. 7

SHE KNOWS that she has a reputa- 
tion for toughness in court, once 
underlined by a remark to that ef-

1958 Kastner murder trial. After the 
trial, one of the three accused, Eck- 
stein, knowing of the recommenda- 
tion that she be appointed to the 
Jerusalem District Court offered her 
his best wishes and added: “We 
want you to know that in our hearts 
we have nothing against you.” 

“This proved to me,” said Ben- 
Porat, “that in my examination of 
them I had not offended against 
their humanity." 

One of the achievements she re- 
calls with most satisfaction is one 
that former president of the Su- 
Preme Court, Shimon Agranat, also 
recalled as a significant event: the 
establishing of the “‘irresistible im- 
Pulse” as ἃ defence. 

Agranat was in the minority in the 
1953 Mandelbrot murder trial in 
which he wanted to add to the 
M'Naghten rules the category of it 
Tesistible impulse. The M’Naghten 
Tules state that an insanity plea is 
limited to cases in which the defen- 
dant either does not know what he is 
doing, or that what he is doing is 
wrong. . : ᾿

Tat appeared for the state before 
a bench expanded to five judges in 
which she took the unusual step of 
joining the appellant's defence by 
busing her argument on the irresist- 
ible impulse plea. The judges ac- 
cepted her argument. Up till then, 
such cases had been bound by the 
precedent laid down by the majority 
ruling in the Mandelbrot case that 
the plea of insanity should be limit- 
ed to the M‘Naghten rules. 

“I want to point out, however, 
that a person acquitted on the irre- 
sistible impulse defence does nat go 
free," she added. Such a person is 
committed to a psychiatric institu- 
tion and his treatment depends on 
the expert opinion of his doctors. 


JUDGES ARE known for shying 
away from the limelight, but cases 
such as those involving William Na- 
kash, the Shin Bet and Mohammed 
Miari iw which she was on the 
Bench, have caused a public stir and 
created an aura around the proveed- 
ings of the Supreme Court. Meir 
Kahane, ton, she remarked wryly, 
“has provided the court with no 
small amount of work." 

tn the appeal to the High Court 
aguinst the presidential pardons giv- 
en to the General Security Service 
officials, Ben-Porut sided with Meir 
Shamgar in upholding the pardons 
and Justice Aharon Barak submit- 
ted a dissenting opinion. If her deci- 
sion was controversial, she says, it 
was because it was improperly un- 
derstuod at the time. From the per- 
spective of the security of the state, 
well-known to be of paramount im- 
portance to her, it seemed clear to 
her that the GSS could very well 
crumble away altogether -- and since 
the state cannot very well exist with- 
but the GSS it seemed that uphold- 
ing the pardons was the only appro- 
priate course of action. 

“No one claimed that what hap- 
pened was not extremely grave or 
that there was no necessity to over- 
haul the entire set-up," she stressed. 
“What was at stake here too was the 
authority of the president to grant 
pardons. After all, who needs or 
would accept a pardon? Not the in- 
nocent. People who accept pardons 
have implicity acknowledged their 
guilt. And if they had been brought 
to trial, it might have misfired any- 
way because they could always have 
chosen to remain silent under ex- 
amination. 

“It would, no doubt, have been 
easier to go along with some of the 
More popular views - after all, there 
were 16 professors among the peti- 
tioners. What is important is that 
mine was a reasoned decision and 
that T am at one with it from the 
Point of view of my conscience.” 

She is also satisfied today with her 
minority decision in the Miari case 
to uphold the Knesset decision to 
withdraw his immunity from search 
and arrest, which was overturned by 
the majority of the High Court of 
Justice.

Professor Joshua Weisman of the 
Hebrew University’s Faculty of Law 
praised her independence of judg- 
ment. “She is one of the Supreme 
Court's betier judges,” he told The 
Jerusalem Post. “She has never been 
afraid to express a dissenting opin- 
ion and to stand by it. She has a 
quite extraordinary power of analy- 
sis and, in my opinion, her creative.

THE DINNER party at the Jerusa- 
lem YMCA was strictly an invita- 
tion-only affair. The women, 
dressed in taffeta, clung ever-so-de- 
murely to their officer husbands, 
whose medals hung from their 
starched dress uniforms. The guests 
mingled, the band played waltzes 
and the waiters poured champagne. 
It was everything a diplomatic corps 
soiree in Israel's cupital should be. 

Well...not. quite, Something 
wasn't quite kosher, and the food 
was just the beginning. The uni- 
forms weren't issued by Zuhal and 
the dresses lavked about 30 years 
old. Iraqi flags hung in the back- 
ground, und someone kept shout- 
ing, “Shekel (Silence!) - then 
“Action!” 

‘Thus was the Jerusalem “Y" 
transformed -- at least for the after- 
noon ~ intu Iraq, circa mid-Sixties, 
The transformation was so com- 


plete, in fact, that few people view- 
ing Steal the Sky, the Home Box 
Office cable-TV film that just com- 
pleted five weeks of shouting here, 
will realize that “Iraq™ was really 
Israel incognito. 

Similarly disguised was Jerusa- 
lem's landmark train station. As the 
production staff and curious onlook- 
ers stood by, Israeli extras went 
through their paces. Some carried 


worn leather suitcases, while others ὦ 


led children onto the waiting train. 
A beggar warmed himself by a 
smoky fire as vendors hawked their 
wares. The only glitch came when 
an ill-tempered donkey pushed over 
a stack of suitcases, 

Such minor mishaps notwith- 
standing, the production company 
left Israel (for additional location 
shoots in Italy and Reno, Nevada) 
on schedule and on budget. And 
everyone, from visiting HBO execu- 
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tives to the actors, placed most of 
the credit squarely on the shoulders 
of the production crew -- about 90 
per cent of whom are Israeli. No 
doubt the “home team" leamed a 
bit about timing -- not to mention 
the art of disguise -- from the real- 
life charade on which the film is 
based. 


ON THE MORNING of Aug. 15, 
1966, an Iraqi Air Force pilot de- 
fected (o Israel in a MiG-21 jet fight- 
er. Although few details of the de- 
fection were ever made public, it is 
known that the episode was orches- 
trated by a female Mossad agent 
then operating in Baghdad, 

From interviews that the pilot ~ 
whose true identity was never re- 
vealed -- gave shortly after his defec- 
tion, several things are known: 

His family, which had been very 
tich, was forced to surrender its 
wealth during the Iraqi revolution of 
1963. His reasons for leaving Iraq, 
he said, were “personal.” He 
claimed that his progress in the Air 
Force was being impeded because 
he was a Christian and not a Mos- 
lem. And he denounced Iraq's 
bombing of the Kurds in the north- 
ern part of the country. 

According to Yoram Ben-Ami, 
the film's Israeli-born producer, 
“The Mossad took all of these fac- 
tors into consideration when they 
were choosing a candidate to steal 
the coveted Soviet-built plane.” 

Though facts about the Mossad 
agent are harder to come by, the 
producer says that she was a Jewish 
woman from a Western country who 
had moved to Israel and settled on a 
kibbutz, She became “recrultable” 
by the Mossad after her boy friend 
was murdered in a terrorist raid. 


“From the moment the story hit 
the headlines, 1 thought it would 
make a great film,” Ben-Ami told 
The Jerusalem Post, “but it took 
Jonger to make than | had 
anticipated.” 

This is his second go at the film. 
About 10 years ago, he moved to 
Los Angeles, where he discovered 
the high-pressure world of Ameri- 
can network television. At one 
point, NBC-TV almost tured the 
Story into a ‘Movie of the Week,” 
but budgetary problems put an end 
to the project. 

He had greater success with 
HBO, which tends to spend much 
more money per production than 
the networks (CBS, ABC, NBC) 
do. The largest pay television (ca- 
ble) company in the world, it 
charges its 20 million American sub- 
scribers a monthly fee. In return, 
subscribers can view films, many of 
them produced by HBO, before 
they are broadcast on network TV. 

About a year ago, while Ben-Ami 
was producing an HBO film on laca- 
tion in Africa, company executives 
Michael Fuchs and Rick Beber, 
both of whom are Jewish, visited the 
set. “We began talking about Isra- 
el," Ben-Ami recalled, “and they 
said, ‘Why don't you think about a 
project we can do there?’ I told 
them the story, and they liked it on 
the spot.” 

So much so, in fact, that they 
started the wheels in motion almost 
immediately. John Hancock, whose 
film Weeds has been nominated for 
an Academy Award, was hired to 
direct. Dorothy Tristin (who co- 
wrote Weeds with Hancock) and 
Chris Wood (who wrote two James 
Bond favourites, The Spy Who 
Loved Me and Moonraker) were en- 


- 


gaged to write the script. 

American actress Mariel Heming- 
way won the role of the Mossad 
agent Helen, and British actor Ben 
Cross was chosen to play the pilot 
Monir. 3 

Hemingway has been described 
alternately as ἃ “natural actress” for 
her fresh-faced roles in Lipstick and 
Manhattan, and as a “Barbie doll" 
for her portrayal of model Dorothy 
Stratten in Star 80 (Hemingway had 
her breasts surgically enlarged for 
the part). 

Tn perhaps her most difficult - and 
certainly most controversial ~ role, 
she played an Olympic-bound track 
stac who has an affair with another 
female track star in the 1982 film 
Personal Best. {t incensed as many 

eople as it enthralled, but no one 
lett the film unimpressed by Hem- 
ingway’s physical beauty, athictic 
prowess and unaffected acting style. 

The granddaughter of novelist Er- 
nest Hemingway, she is no stranger 
to fame and controversy, but during 
her stay in Israe! she shunned both. 
Her time off the set was consumed 
by her three-month-old daughter,

BEN CROSS, who in 1980 made his 
screen debut in the Academy 
Award-winning Chariots of Fire, in 
which he played the British Jewish 
running sensation Harold Abra- 
hams, fat been steadily employed 
ever since. While Chariots pave 
Cross instant fame, it didn't get him 
many film roles. So he turned to 
television, where he won starring 
τοῖος in a 10-part BBC-TV dramati- 
zation of A.J. Cronin's novel, The 
Citadel, and a six-hour, $12m. HBO 
mini-series of M.M. Kaye's best- 
seller, The Far Pavilions. For the 
last few years, TV and cinema offers 
have rolled in, and Cross has four 
projects scheduled for release. 
Cross, who has played evorything 
from a priest to a country doctor, 
spends a great dcal of time research- 
ing his roles. To prepare for the part 
of Abrahams, who earned a gold 
medal in the 1924 Olympics, he 
trained daily for two-and-a-half 
months and listened to cassettes of 


Abraham's speeches. He met with a 
rabbi, learned a bit of Hebrew. In 
an interview with The New York 
Times soon after the premiere of 
Chariots, he recalls his wife telling 
him, “I thought I married a crazy 
Irish actor. tulle am I living with a 
crazy Jewish athlete?” 

He had much less time to prepare 
for his role in Steal the Sky. In fact, 
he learned that he had cinched the 
part only a few days before he was 
due to fly to [srael. “In the normal 
way of things, [| would have had a 
couple of weeks on my own. [ would 
have become thoroughly familiar 
with the script and read a couple of 
books on the historical relationship 
between Irag and [srael during the 
mid-Sixties. I would have spoken to 
a Christian Iraqi who had defected. 
Obviously, [ could not have learned 
everything there is to know about 
Middle East politics,” he said. 

Halfway through the filming, his 
wile and two children joined him in 
Israel. “I want to see the important 
things with them,” he said just be- 
fore their arrival. At the top of his 
list were Bethlehem, the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre, the Mount of 
Olives and the Dead Sea - “every- 
thing that pertains to the Old and 
New Testaments. I'm a Christiun, 
and these are the places I've known 
about since I was a child.” 

The rioting in the West Bank 
would not prevent his family from 
visiting the Christiar! holy sites. 
“From my hotel room [the Jerusa- 
lem Sheraton-Plinza}, I can see the 
Jaffa Gate, and outside the Jaffa 
Gate [ see a hundred tour buses 
every day spilling aut hundreds of 
tounsts. What's the difference be- 
tween me and them? Why should I 
be worried if they're not?"

These are not 
front page sports pictures, these are 
not the goals scored in the deadly 
game.

BEFORE ENTERING into any 
discourse on the quality of “Intro- 
duction to the Venice Biennale,” an 
exhibit designed to preview three- 
dimensional works by Mott! Mizra- 
chi and Zadok Ben-David, the two 
artists chosen to represent Israel by 
the Israel Pavilion curator for 1988, 
Adam Baruch, one must ask a basic 
question: Why was Ben-David -- an 
Israeli living in England for the past 
14 years — designated as this coun- 
fe entry? Considering the dozens 
of talented and deserving artists 
working and exhibiting here, it 
would appear that no small injustice 
has been perpetrated and a worse 
precedent established, by allowing 
an artist like Ben-David,“ who has 
never had a one-person show in Is- 
186] (gallery or museum) and who 
does not contribute to the country's 
cultural, intellectual or economic 
life, to occupy half of Israel's nation- 
al pavilion in Venice. 

The Ministry of Education and 
Culture and the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, the two offices responsible 
for Israel's participation in the Bien- 
nale, should be taken to task for 
allowing the use of public funds to 

. advance the career of an expatriate. 

Adam Baruch has evidently made 
his choice based on a personal con- 
viction that bombastic splash, crass 
uniqueness and images that ablique-

pass, or at least match them. .

APPROACHING 70, Lea Nikel 
the matriarch of Israeli abstraction- 
ists, paints with a vitality and sensu- 
ality more forceful, more definitive 
and more self-critical than most art- 
ists half her age.

highly charged, positive nature, By 
keeping her intellectual coordinates 
on a back burner, Nikel is free to 
run impulsively, but never impetu- 
ously, after intuitive solutions. 

Except for her commitment to 
abstraction, a drive she has sus- 
tained for more than three decades, 
Nikel is totally unpredictable within 
the parameters of non-objective 
painting.

ORI REISMAN, a member of Kib- 
butz Cabri in Western Galilee for 
some 40 years, is undoubtedly one 
of Israel's finest landscape painters 
and colourists. Yet, despite a de- 
cade of small, successful shows, cul- 
minating in a 1983 exhibition at the 
Isracl Museum and a current show 
of portraits in Tel Aviv, his work is 
still known and appreciated by only 
a small section of the public. Ein 
Harod has now mounted a major 
retrospective of his work, with more 
than 100 paintings and drawings 
placed within a chronological and 
thematic framework (not an easy 
task since Reisman constantly re- 
works his canvases), a show that 
should go a long way towards recti- 
fying this injustice. The exhibit 
should further confirm the status of 
this Museum of Art, which, despite 
its remote location, is 2 vibrant and 
independent centre for the display 
of good contemporary Isrueli art. 
To coincide with the opening of 
this show, a beautifully illustrated 
book of Reisman's works, with a 
lucid and illuminating text by Cura- 
tor Galia Bar Or, has just been pub- 
lished. Its title, “The Red and the 
Green,” is taken from a poem writ- 
ten by the artist in 1980 on the death 
of his wife.

In general, these paintings, in 
their joyful, emotive use of saturat- 
ed culour, leok back directly to Ma- 
tisse.

What have been the repercussions 
of the resolution within the Reform 
Movement since then? Are there 
Plans to reconsider the resolution,

We raised these questions recent- 
ly with the president of the CCAR, 
Rabbi Eugene Lipman of Was ny 
predecessor, 

fale, New 
York. ‘They were in Jerusalem. ΠῚ 
items! the annual CCAR conven- 


fon, DiCl. and: his 
Rabhi Jack Stern of Se 


thaw. 

Lipman, who is something of a 
Gaditionalist among his Reform col- 
leagues, opposed the patrilineal de- 
scent resulution when it came before 
the CCAR, He explained that in 
general, “where ritual is concerned, 
and especnlly matters of Personal 
status, T want to stay as close to 
tradition as possible, Feoulda’t sev a 
powertul reason ta depart from tra. 
dition on the issue of Jewish de- 
scent.” 

His opposition, then, was based 
on klal Yisrael considerations -- the 
need to preserve Jewish unity and 
solidarity. ᾿ 

Stern, however, was part of the 
majority that approved the resolu- 
tion by more than three to one. “If 
you had asked me before it came to 
the floor, then 1 woutd have said 
that the issue shouldn't have been 
brought up. But once it did come 
up, then same of us parted ways.” 

He said that the two primary con- 
siderations that guided those who 
voted for the resolution were egali- 
tarianism and the past practices of 
the movement. 

Having firmly established the 
equality of women in Reform Juda- 
ism. most rabbis felt that there was 
no reason why they should continue 
to discriminate against men on the 
matter of Jewish descent. Why 
should only Jewish mothers in 
mixed marriages have the opportu. 
nity to raise their children as Jews 
without conversion, while this was 
denied to Jewish fathers? 

In addition, Stern said, many chil- 
dren of mixed couples with a non- 
Jewish mother had for years been 
raised and accepted as Jews within 
the movement. “The practice of pat- 
Filineal descent was not new, but the 
formulation in the resolution was." 

Goth Lipman and Stern stressed 
that the resalution does not aute- 
matically confer Jewish status on the 
children of mixed couples. It states 
thal there is a “presunyption of Juw- 
ish descent” for such children. Their 
status as Jews is eventually deter- 
mined through “appropriate and 
timely public acts af identification 
with the Jewish faith and peopte.” 

Such acts of identificatipn could 
be Jewish study, synagogue stten- 
dance, piflicipation in Jewish 
causes, ov becoming a barfbat- 
witevi. 

The resolution means that even 
clukdren of Jewish mothers in mixed 
couples are not automatically con: 
sidered Jewish by the Reform, even 
though thes would be accepted as 
such by the Conservative and Or- 
thodox,

Jewish identification. We have al- 
ways been an’ ethnic community, 
with the exception of converts, of 
course. We could have said that chil- 
dren of all mixed couples are auto- 
matically Jewish, whether the moth- 
er or father is Jewish. We could 
have affirmed the ethnic basis of 
Jewish identity, but we didn't. 

“A ‘presumption’ of Jewishness 
means that you are not really Jewish 
by parentage, but that you are eligi- 
ble to be a Jew." He said that this 
changes the nuture of Jewishness 
from being an ethnic community to 
a retigious denomination, He 
stressed that in the past “we have 
Never been a denomination, we 
have been a people with a teligion.” 
᾿ Stern interjected that Jewish 
identity “has always been bused 
partly on descent and partly on 


choice, in the case of conversion. 
The resolution didn’t eliminate this, 
but places a greater emphasis on 
choice." 


DOES THE resolution make it any 
easier for Reform rabbis and con- 
gregations to determine “who is a 
Jew" in the case of children of 
mixed couples? Based on the resolu- 
Gon, is it possible to spell out the 
conditions where someone with one 
Jewish parent would nor be Tegard- 
ed as a Jew? 

Both te and Stern were un- 
comfortable with the formulation of 
the question. It seems that 1 im- 
Posed the logic of a halachic query 
On ἃ milieu that is definitely non- 
halachic. 

“The resolution is not a rule," 
Lipman said. “No Reform rabbi is 
bound by this resolution, which only 


Rabbi Jack Stern

Serves as a guideline. Each rabbi has 
lo make rules for himself and his 
congregation. In specific cases, the 
responsibility rests with the rabbi 
and the family to determine what 
the ‘appropriate and timely acts of 
identification’ should be to establish 
the Jewishness of the child, and how 
they should be planned and carried 
out.” 

Realizing that this explanation 
did not clear up the matter, Lipman 
added: “Yes, there is an ambiguity 
here, but it is part of the pluralism of 
our movement. Take the problem of 
givur (conversion). This can be a 
pain in the neck sometimes. I must 
accept as Jewish anyone who has 
been converted by a Reform rabbi, 
But in some cases | feel that I can't 
do this in goud conscience." 

Stern described a case to make 
the point that he does not accept 
every child of a mixed marriage who 
simply regards himself as Jewish: 


re F don't of- 
i ὃν, F told 
him that he must find some way to 
affirm his Jewishness. He said no, 
and I said that there couldn't be a 
muarriuge." 

Lipman suid that from his con- 
tacts with rabbis in the field, he has 
learned that many congregants are 
Pressing them to recognize their 
children or grand-children as Jews, 
but “they want to pay the smallest 
Possible price. For example, they 
want a child of a mixed couple to be 
recognized following a minimal edu- 
cational effort. 

“This creates problems for the 
rabbis. Their jobs could be affected. 
They need rules on this matter that 
will not only be accepted by their 
congregants, but also by their col- 
leagues. And they need their col- 
leagues’ support to help them en- 
force the rules in their own 
congregations." 


LIPMAN SAID that Pressure on 
Reform rabbis to perform mixed 
marriages has increased because of 
the patrilineal descent Tesolution, 
although Stern disagreed with him 
on this point. 

“I have been hearing more about 
these Pressures from the field late- 
ly,” Lipman said. “When congrega- 
tions look for a new rabbi, they are 
not supposed to make their choice 
on the basis of whether a candidate 
will perform mixed marriages. But 
sometimes the congregations do 
what suits them.” 

‘The current intermarriage rate i 
the U.S. is between 25 ae 30 per 
cent, and among all mixed couples, 
fewer children are being raised as 
Jews today than was the case 15 
years apo. 

The CCAR is on record as being 

Opposed to mixed marriages, but to 
many lay People the resolution ap- 
pears to legitimize this practice. If 
the children of mixed couples can be 
considered Jewish, this argument 
tuns, then why insist that Jews mar- 
ty only Jews? 
__ The CCAR has also decided that 
its rabbis should not officiate at 
mixed marriages; and it has con-' 
demned the practice of co-officiat- 
ing. where a rabbi and a clergyman 
of another religion jointly perform 
the wedding ceremony. 


Lipman said it was hard (0 esti- Cor 


Mate how many Reform rabbis per-, 
form mixed marriages, He noted 
that the most recent resolution. to’ 
comt before the CCAR on inter- 
marriage, which reaffirmed its past 
Opposition, passed by a 60 per cent 
margin. He said that he is not sure if 
this means that the ‘hundreds of 
CCAR members who voted for the 


actually perform mixed marri S, 
but he doubted that this is the case, 

He estimated that there are no 
more than 25 Reform rabbis who 
are willing to co-officiate, 

Stern explained the disparity be- 
tween the two figures. “When most 
rabbis perform a mixed marriage, 
they won’t just accept anybody un- 
der any conditions. They want to be 
assured that the couple will Observe 
Judaism in their home, even if the 
non-Jew is not ready to convert. 

“A willingness to co-officiate 
means that the rabbi is Making a 
totally different statement. The offi- 
cial recognition of the faith of the 
non-Jewish partner negates the Pos- 
sibility of Jewish continuity," 

_ Lipman also said that the resolu- 
ton seems to have led to a drop in 
conversions to Judaism, as some 
mixed couples have concluded that 
their children can be Jewish in any 
case. “Rabbis feel less need to Press 
for conversions under these circum- 
stances, especially if the couple 
Promises to make a Jewish home." 

The parents of the Jewish part- 
ners in nixed couples are alsu more 
resigned to intermarriage than they 
were 15 years ago. Stern comment- 
ed that “Jewish parents are saying 
more and more: ‘What can I do with 
my kids? They should only be 
happy.' ” 

After listening to Lipman recount 

the negative effects of the resolu- 
tion, Stern sought to balance the 
picture. 
"We should not overlook the pos- 
itive impact of the resolution. It has 
provided a message of welcome to 
the non-Jews in mixed couples. This 
may lead many non-Jews to feel part 
of the community, now that their 
children are recognized as Jews, and 
this may encourage them to convert. 
The resolution is having an inclusive 
impact." 

Lipman agreed that the resolution 
has encouraged him and other rab- 
bis to conduct “outreach” pro- 
grammes for intermarried couples. 
“I used to ignore the mixed couples 
and concentrate on converting their 
children. The resolution has created 
ἃ more relaxed atmosphere and 
could lead to more conversions.” 


WHAT ARE the chances that the 
tesolution will be reconsidered, and 
Perhaps rescinded, especially con- 
sidering the persistent opposition 
from the Conservative and Ortho- 
dox? 

Lipman said that “if Ι ‘thought 
that there was a chance of revoking 
the resolution without splitting the 
CCAR, I would try to do it,. But it 
won't happen. The majority sup- 
Porting it was too large. But we will 
Continue to watch how the resolu- 
tion is applied, and this could lead to 
some changes in the future.” 

Stern said that “regardless of 
whether we should have passed it, it 
is impossible to rescind the resolu- 
tton without negating the practice of 
patrilineal descent, which has been 
followed all along.” 

Lipman noted that “the Tesponses 
of the Conservative and Orthodox 
have been very mild, compared to 
what they might have been. No ties 
have been broken, and 1 have de- 
tected no sense of strain among the 
rabbinical leaders of the various 
movements. We continue to work 
together.” 

He said that the Orthodox and 
-onservative could deal with patri- 
lineal descent like they have dealt 
‘with the problem of mamzerim, 
which arises in cases of children 
born to a woman who has remarried 
without undergoing an halachic di- 
Vorce. “If you don’t ask questions 
about mamzerim, then there are no 
mamzerim, The same is true with 
the children who are Jewish accord- 
ing to patrilineat descent.” [5] 
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tS BEEN a while since Pve writ- 
ten much about products fur babies. 
Lately, however, ve been to visit 
several new infants -- 4 cousin's, a 
neighbour's, a colleague's -- and I've 
beconie mure conscious of the cur- 
rent trends in the early child-care 
market. 

Before my army-age daughter 
was born, I recall going to a dingy 
baby-goods shop in downtown Tel 
Aviv, where cots and prams were 
crowded together on an upper ware- 
house floor. Even then, the custom 
had begun of placing a one-stop ad- 
vance purchase order, to be collect- 
ed or delivered while mother-and- 
child were in hospital. 


Last week I visited the new flag- 
ship store of Shilav, the country’s 
largest chain specializing in baby 
goods, The well-organized circular 
shop, softly-carpeted in pink and 
grey, could just as easily be in Lon- 
don or New York as in North Tel 
Aviv. It is one of the first businesses 
to open in the elegant Garden City 
high-rise complex next to city hall. 

There may be arguments as to 
whether Shilav is the most economi- 
cal place to shop; there can be little 
disagreement, however, over the 
fact that it is one of the most sophis- 
ticated and experienced in the field 
here. The chain was established 14 
years ago by Shosh and Yitzhak 
Oren, who still direct it. Of the 20 
branches today, most operate on a 
franchise basis. Two are directly- 
owned - this new one in Tet Aviv 
(which replaces the original pre- 
mises at the lower end of Rehov tbn 
Gvirol) and the branch in Ramat 
Gan's Canion Ayalon mall. 

Bigger shops and broader lines of 
merchandise are Shilav's plans for 
the 1990s, says chain marketing 
manager Aharon Meidan, who says 
the idea is to follow the child up to 
age four and, eventually, age six. 
Shilav’s new flagship branch has a 
toy department and a pint-sized 
fashion department with many gar- 
ments designed especially for it. 

The bulk of Shilav's customers, 
however, are pregnant women. 
They usually begin wandering in 
about the fifth or sixth month, and 
are invited to pick up a free copy of 
the chain's in-house publication, in 
Hebrew only, called Tinok Hadash 
(“new baby”). It includes general 
child-care articles by pediatricians 
and others, as well as specific shop- 
ping tips from its own staff. Its cen- 
trepiece is a: check-list of basic 
equipment for the first baby. 

Shilav finds that most prospective 
parents who place a major advance 
order do so in the seventh or eighth 
month. Customers are expected to 
make a down-payment of one-quar- 
ter to one-third of the price, with the 
Test payable in post-dated cheques. 
As with any other advance-order 
Purchases, the prudent’ consumer 
should write the words “lo saheer" 
(“non-negotiable”) on the face of 
each cheque, so that the merchant 
must deposit it in his own account 
and not pass it along to créditors in 
licu of cash, Taking this precaution 
makes it possible to halt payment in 
case the goods are not delivered. 

Because of the delicate nature of 
advance purchase for an unborn 
child, Shilav promises that should 
the preanancy go amiss, all money 
will be refunded. In fact, the entire 
system of ordering ahead but delay- 
ing delivery stems from the tradi- 
tional Jewish reluctance to prepare 
anything at home in advance of a 


baby’s safe arrival.

notes marketing manager Meidun. 
Only a few, it seems, opt for items in 
a unisex pastel yellow or green. 

When it comes to basic furniture 
items, pure white is “in” anyway, 
making it easier to pass on beds and 
dressers from the first child to future 
siblings regardless of their sex. 
Some furnishings, such as curtains, 
often combine pink and blue to 
avert this problem. 


IN TERMS OF cost, pre-natal or- 
ders at Shilav tend to run from NIS 
800 to NIS 2,000, with the avernge 
around NIS 1,500, suys Meidan. 
This includes a bed, dresser, pram 
(or pram/stroller combination), 
bathtub, bed linen, basic first cloth- 
ing, and a few accessories. 

Every Shilav shop has a staff 
member trained to advise first-time 
mothers on what they need. Logic 
would say that an adviser in the 
employ of a store would tend to 
exaggerate the shopping needs. 
Meidan claims, on the contrary, that 
women usually arrive with inflated 
recommendations from friends and 
relatives, which the Shilav advisers 
pare down. 

“In the final analysis, the women 
usually buy too little in advance, not 
too much,” he insists, claiming this 
can be seen by the fact that post-- 
natal customers come in to make 
“supplementary purchases." 

Anyone who prefers to get a non- 
commercial advisory booklet on 
equipping a baby will find one in 
Hebrew at the Histadrut's Consum- 
er Protection Authority under the 
title Sal Kniyot Latinok (“Shopping 
Basket for the Baby"). It is avail- 
able free in person or by mail from 
its Tel Aviv headquarters, 93 Arlo- 
zorov, Tel Aviv 62098, or from 
branch offices at local labour coun- 
cils. An updated edition will be out 
in a few months’ time. 

One striking development in re- 
cent years is that baby-goods shops 
are hardly selling cloth diapers any- 
more, once a major pre-natal pur- 
chase. ‘Virtually all socio-economic 
classes have gone over to throwaway 
nappies,” says Shilav's marketing 
manager, adding ‘that parents still 
necd a few'cloth ones for other pur- 
;oses such as burping the baby. . 

Whatever Shilav stocks is careful- 
ly scrutinized by its own team of 
safety-and-quality inspectors. (The 
chain's general manager is himself 
an industrial engineer). All the baby 
beds, for instance, are focaily manu- 
factured and fit the official Israeli 
Standard. On car seats, Shilay says 
its criterion is stricter than what the 
Ministry of Transport permits. The 
τ chain promises to arrange repair ser- 
vice for any equipment it sells. 


In the safety line, it sells special 
child-deterrent latches for refrigera- 
tors, cleaning-supply cupboards, 
and for windows. 

Some short-term-use items 
needn't be purchased at all. Shilay 
rents cradle-beds (arisot) and car- 
carriers for infants at less (han a 
third of the purchase price. 

A familiar dilemma of new par- 
ents is what to do with duplicate 
gifts. Shilav promises to exchange, 
at any branch, gifts purchased at the 
chain. [t even offers the option of 
making an advance list of gift 
choices, a sort of brit list, for brit 
mila guests along the fines of bridal 
registries fur weddings. 

Among the other innovations at 
the Tel Aviv flagship store are a 
skin-care cosmetics department for 
mothets-to-be, a maternity fashions 
section, and a baby-sitting corner 
with in-house video cartoons. 


THERE ARE competitors to Shi- 
lav, of course, but none approach its 
size. There is, for instance, a small 
but very elegant chain called Nata- 
lys, which carries imports from Paris 
and elsewhere. Its main shop is at 25 
ibn Gvirol in Tel Aviv, with 
branches in the other big cities, and 
even in Ashdod. 

A more popularly-priced chain, 
along the Shilav line, is Kol-Bi, with 
Tel Aviv headquarters at 58 Ibn 
Gvirol, a street which seems to be 
the national baby-goods trend-set- 
ler, apparently because Shilav start- 
ed here. A recent split from Kol-Bi 
begat Ben oh Bat (“son or daugh- 
ter"), most visible at Tel Aviv's Di- 
zengoff Centre. 


.HOW DOES AN Israeli line of 
plastic products for children’s rooms 
appeal to the American Yuppie 
market? “By using fashionable pas- 
tel colours,” says the export manag- 
er of L.M. Lipski of Herzliya. “No 
self-respecting Yuppie “would put 
bright primary colours in a child's 
room," according to Harold Jacobs 
at the veteran plastics firm whose 
products are enjbying wide success 
abroad as well:as in Israel. 

One of its most popular products 
is the Babyjoy Το οἱ Trainer, pro- 
viding a transitional step between 
potty and regular toilet seat. Con- 
sisting of a step-ladder and a scut 
which reduces the size of the adult 
seat, it is sold as Johnny Step-Up in 
the United States, Canada and even 
Japan. A companion product is the 
portable toilet for tots, with dispos- 
able plastic bags, called Johuny-on- 
the-Go. Jacobs tells me it is also 
being used by Scouts on camping 
trips and by “some army reservists 
who, rightly or wrongly, are panicky 
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from carne 
muna! hatrines. The househokl 
Toilet Trumer retails bop MES 28.50 
at Fipska's own shop, the ficld ver- 
sien is one shekel 

Jacobs, himself 
migrant who came 
during the Six Day War, describes 
his boss Mordechai Lipski as “an 
insomniac with rainstorms." One 
of these was the expandable plastic 
bed rail which fits onto any standard 
adult bed - and could make the tran- 
sitionul youth bed obsolete. Called 
Bed Guard, it even has a carrying 
case for travel. Its list price is NIS 
38.50, and there is a cheaper, nun- 
expanding madel. 

Imitation-is the highest form of 
flattery ~ and Lipski has just won an 
injunction from the Federal Court 
of Canada if Ottowa restraining a 
Canadian fitm from manufacturing, 
importing or marketing any copy of 
the Lipski "Bed Guard.” The Israeli 
firm applied for an injunction after 
Taiwanese copies appeared on the 
Canadian market, and the court is 
shortly to award damages. 

Other Lipski products are a rock- 
ing pony which inverts to make a 
stable activity table; a modular unit 
which starts out as an infant's chang- 
ing table and grows with the child to 
become a pupil's desk: and a toy box 
on wheels. 

While the products can be found 
at baby-goods shops and depart- 
ments countrywide, the hest place to 
sce the entire line is at Lipski's own 
shup in Tel Aviv’s Dizengoff Cen- 
tre, just above Burger Ranch on the 
Dizengoff Tdwer side, 

Nor is Lipski limited to children’s 
goods. It makes a number of other 
household products, particularly for 
the kitchen. One of its inventions is 
a bathtub safety seat for the elderly 
and infirm, developed in consulta- 
tion with the Milbat exhibition of 
products for the handicapped near 
Tel Hashomer Hospital. This retails 
for around NIS 60. 


THE BEST FAST-FOOD for in- 
fants is mother's milk. Almost as 
eusy to prepare is a new line of baby 
cereals under the ‘“‘Materna™ label 
which require only mixing with wa- 
ter. (The water should, however, be 
boiled and cooled to lukewarm.) 
Other cereals for infants require 
mixing with milk. 

Materna, best known as a moth- 
er's-milk substitute formula, is 
made here by Ma’abarot of the kib- 
butz of that name near Netanya. 
While the formula powder is an ad- 
aptation based on know-how from 
the Swiss firm Sulgen, the instant 
cereals are ant Istaeli development, 
released shortly before Passover. 
Available in. several varieties, they 
retail for NIS' 5.80 per 300-gram 
box. ear 
There is also.a new cornftour-en- 
riched Materna which contains 
taurin, an essential substance found 
in breast milk and which infants can- 
not synthesize for themselves. This 
Materna Commfiour is intended as a 
“first semi-sojid" for infants who are 
either breast-fed or bottle-fed. 

Both the ;¢ornflour product and 
the rice-based cereal are suitable for 
those babies‘Swho reqnire a special 
gluten-free ist. - 

Apart from’ ease in preparation 
with the addition of water only, 
Ma‘abarot says that the instant cerc- 
al line solves the problem of getting 
the scientifically-right balance of 
carbohydrates, proteins and fats, 3 
balance whith is not always consis- 
tent when mothers make their own 
mixtures Of dereals and milk.

JUST IN TIME for Israel's 40th 
birthday is a set of five educational 
games in Engtish about the country 
and the Jewish heritage. They are 
the labour of love of Conservative 
Rabbi Eli Libenson, formerly of 
New York, and today a yeshiva high 
school English teacher at Mushav 
Nehalim near Petah ‘Tikva. 

The most timely of the pames for 
Independence Day is culled “Date- 
line Israel, and turns the players 
into junior journalists complete with 
press cards, scoops, and background 
briefings as they answer questions 
about modem Israel from 1948 to 
the present, Questions range from 
an easy “What is the name of Isra- 
el's English ianguage daily newspa- 
per?” to a difficult “What was 
Adoiph Eichmann's final request?" 
The Dateline game is recommended 
for ages 10. to adult. 

Libenson prints “No prior knowl- 
edge needed”. on all the games, by 
which he means that if you don’t 
know any of the answers the first 
time you play, you should have ab- 
sorbed them all after about a dozen 
sessions. The set is entitled “Jewish 
Heritage Edu-Kit Series." This may 
intimidate potential buyers, but 
shouldn't, as-they are also fun for 
those who like.quiz games of the 
“Trivial Pursuit” genre. 

The easiest-to-play game in the 
series is “Holidata Bingo," for age 
seven and up.'“Tour Israel” is a 
revised version of the same game 
published by: Libenson three years 
ago. Rounding out the series are 
“Diaspora. Search" and “Museum 
Maze in Isreel,” the latter tracing 
the country's -ancient to pre-state

While the iristructions are printed

Each game'retails for around ΝΙΝ

The 20 essuys and papers collected 
in Politics and Soviety in Israel are 
presented under five general head- 
ings.

They in- 

clude: Historical, Development, 

Political Culture and IWeulogy, Pali- 

tical Institutions and Behaviour, The 

Social Basis of Politics, and Politics 

and Social Change. The scope af the 

contributions is as wide und varied as 
are the challenges and dilemmas 
which seem to threaten Israeli demo- 
cracy today, and thereis no way even 
of listing them in a short review. 

Singling out ὦ few of these Papers for 

mention therefore in no way reflects 

On either the worth or relevance of 

any of the others: perhaps it reflects 

aly the reviewer's own Preoccupa- 
tions and prejudices. 

The one paper which deals fully 

and exclusively with relations be- 
tween the civilian authorities and the 
military in Israel is Yoram Peri's 
“Civilian Control during a Prot- 
Fracted War." One anrode related by 
Peri and which fully iflustrates the 
lack of clear boundaries between the 
civilian and military spheres is worth 
citing here. In September 1969, the 
incoming director-genezal of the 
Ministey of Defence, Colonel {Res.) 
Yeshayahu Lavie, appointed a com- 
mittee to examine the ministry's 
Organization, structure and activi- 
ties. In the course of its work, the 
committee naturally had to deal with 
units of the Israel Defence Farces. 
However, aware af Lavie's percep- 
tion of the desired relationship be- 
tween the ministry and the army -- 
namely that the former should serve 
as a tool of civilian control aver the 
latter - the thea chief of staff, Haim 
Bar-Lev, expressed his objection to 
the committee's dealing with the 
(DF, "The committee's dealings,” 
he wrote Lavie, “are with the Minis- 
try of Defence, and not with the 
arms, branches, and corps of the 
IDF." 

Bar-Lev then sent letters to the 
IDF's generals ordering them “not 
to discuss with the committec any 
actual IDF organizational or structu- 
tal problems." Forced to decide be- 
tween his director-general and the 
chief of staff, Moshe Dayan (then 
dofence minister) supported the lat- 
ter, andshortly afterwards Lavie was 
forced t) resign, ἕ 

The issue itsetf nat anly remained 
Unresolved but, in 1981, anew minis- 
ter, Ariel Sharon, planned to act in 
the opposite direction, deciding tw 
give the military direct responsibility 
for additional areas which were tra- 

ditionally under the ministry's super- 
vision. Opposition on the part of the 
inistry's staff, supported by certain 
outside political geaups, iv the end 
deterred the ininister. ?

Nissim Rejwan_ 
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poses, Sammy Smooha contributes ἃ 
fairly comprehensive and well- 
rounded appraisal. One of his con- 
clusions is that if Israel is “an entity 
for serving Jews and a political in- 
strument to achieve the goals of the 
‘nternational Zionist: movement," 
the status of the Arabs within its 
borders will remain unctear. “There 
is no internal Ideotogical answer to 
this question,” he adds. “The solu- 
tions of de-Zionization or popula- 
tion transfer are consistent but uto- 
Pian. The way Israel handles the 
probiens is by institutionalizing the 
ewish-Zionist nature of the state, 
thereby forcing the Arab minority to 
pay the costs," 

Smooha also refers, among other 
things, to what he calls “a sharp 
dilemma regarding the moral fibre of 
israeli society,” namely domination 
over a minority for a longtime. This 
dilemma is especially acute “in the 
light of the continued peculiar situa- 
tion of the Jews today, most of whom 
still live as minorities in many coun- 
tries." Also, as well as seeking to 
defend these Jewish minorities, 
israel aspires “to build a new Jewish 
Society based on social justice, and 
to fulfil the historical mission of 
setting an example to other na- 
tions." 

Israel's ethnic problems receive a 
far wider and more variegated treat- 
ment in the book. Apart from side 
references, the issue is dealt with in 
Hanna Herzog’s “The Ethnic Lists 
in Election 1982: An Ethnic Political 
Identity?": in Erik Cohen's “Ethaie- 
ity and Legitimation in Contempor- 
ary Israe ind in Yael Yishui's 
“Israel's Right-Wing Jowish Pro- 
letariat.” As us tithe suggests, 
however, Cohen's paper is the most 
broadly-hused of the three. [also 
seems ta take clear stands, and can- 
tains several useful and appropriate 
Reneralizations, some of them fairly 
well-hacked by ‘the evidence while 
uthers are somewhat controversial, 
even urbitrary. E 

Aone point. for instance, Cohen 
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writes that Oriental youths “refused 
to accept the premise that, in order 
ta become Israelis, they ought to 
become Westernized.” This is a fair 
assumption provided it is agreed that 
what these youths were being asked 
to do was indeed to become Wester- 
nized and not just to adapt to the 
overwhelmingly East European 
political culture of an Ashkenazi- 
dominated state and Histadrut 
machine. What one cannot accept is 
Cohen's subsequent remark that the 
Oriental youths’ refusai to accept 
Westernization os a condition for 
becoming full-fledged Israelis 
amounted to their “rejection of the 
universalist component of the Zion- 
ist ideology." 

The assumption on which this 
statement is based is itself far from 
being as self-evident as Cohen 
makes it out to be. To summarize it, 
political Zionism “strove to inte- 
grate two, in principle conflicting, 
value promises: the collective parti- 
cularism of Jewish aspirations to an 
independent national state and the 
universalism of modern Western 
civilization.” According to this 
aspiration, “the Jewish state was to 
be an enlightened one, in which the 
secular values of freedom, justice 
and equality for all citizens without 
difference of race, nationality or 
Teligion would be fully realized; 
through a national state, it was 10 be 
@ fully democratic one, in which 
universalistic principles would gov- 
ern the relations between all 
citizens.” For Zionist idealists, in 
fact, the new slate was to be "a Light 
Unto the Nations." 

Recently, however, there hns 
been “a shift of emphasis": Rather 
than insisting on both features of 
Zionism, the particularistic and the 
universalistic, “the particularistic 
components of the Zionist ideology" 
began to have the upper hand -- and 
this shift, in turn, “created a more 
comfortable background against 
which the Oriental Jews could reas- 
sert their ethnicity and their chang- 
ing attitude to the nature of the State 
uf Israel." Accarding to Cohen, the 
shift, though it “already began under 
the prée-1973 Alignment (Labour) 
government,” intensified dramati- 
cally fotlowing the ascendance of the 
Likud in the 1977 elections, a de- 
velopment usually attributed io the 
so-called “ethnic vote." 


THERE IS, however, agreat deal of 
Confusion here in the usage of such 
terns is “particutatism” and “uni- 
versalism.” and especially in the way 
Cohen apples them in ¢ eating with 
the ταῖν problem, Can the Onen- 


tals‘ refusal to accept Westernization 
as ἢ Decesstry passport to equality 
aud power- ing, for instance, be 
consirucd a rejection of the 
alleged universalist component of 
Zionisa’? Why shoukt the contrary 
net be true? After all, what the 
Orientals refused to aecept was that 
they ought to become differept, 
something they were not. This is 
usually a perfectly natural, healthy 
and almost inevitable reaction. 
Rather than amounting to a rejec- 
tion of universalism, it might have 
well been considered its affirmation! 

But the real thrust of what Cohen 
is trying to say is saved for the very 
last paragraph, Asserting that “the 
Present crisis of Zionism made it 
easier for Israel's Oriental Jews to 
Te-assert their ethnic identity while 
claiming acceptance for themselves 
and their traditions by the wider 
Jewish society," Cohen goes on to 
say that "ἢ. successful realization of 
their [the Orientals’) aims may signi- 
ficantly change the nature of Isrueli 
society.” In the main, and most’ 
crucially, such an eventuality will 
“further exacerbate,"’ even 
“hopelessly extend," the antagon- 
ism between Isracl and its neigh- 
bours, and between Jews and Arabs 
within Israel, 3 

To say that the Oriental Jews in 
Israel had to wait for a crisis in 
Zionism in order finally to gain 
acceptance for themselves in the 
Jewish state is, of course, to malign 
Zionism and make nonsense of both 
its universalistic and its particularis- 
tic components, 

As to the claim that an Israel in 
which the Oriental Jews get their 
share of power and decision-making 
would be averse to an accommoda- 
tion with the Palestinians, and to 
“the future ‘assurance of the civil 
rights of Israeli Arabs" —thisis a wild 
generalization without a shred of 
evidence to support it. To be sure, 
this argument has been liberally 
aired by frustrated Labour Party 
functionaries and self-serving intel- 
lectuals. But from scholars and 
academics one is entitled to expect 
more caution and minimally au- 
thenticated evidence. Simply voting 
for the Likud provides no such evi- 
dence about Oriental attitudes and 
grievances. 


A FAR more balanced view of the 
changed mood that fed to the 1977 
“upheaval is poried in the con- 
cluding remarks of a comprehensive 
paper by Daniel Elazar, “Israet's 
Compound Polity." ‘Writirig shortly 
after the Knesset elections of that 
year, and the formation of 
Menachem Begin's first govern- 
ment, Elazar detects “strong signs 
that the new government is trying to 
Tespond to the demands of israe!’s 
Second generation of statehood and- 
is attacking certain sacred cows of 
the Labour camp in an effort to 
liberate the Israeli citizenry from the 
restraints of the previous genera- 
tion." Partly, he adds, this was a 
rele of the Likud’s liberal eco- 
nomic orientation, partly of its poli- 
tical liberalism, “which Ff committed 
to limiting government intervention 
Into the lives of the citizenry.” 

The steps taken by. the Likud 
government to reduce economic reg. 
ulation and subsidization, Elazar re- 
Ports, were “generally... well- 
received by a public that Sought 
&reater freedom in these spheres.”

precondition for being granted full 
civil and human rights, in fact hearti- 
ly welcomed Wester technology and 
Western ways, and especially that 
part of Western culture which stres- 
sed the merits of representative gov- 
ernment and taught the democratic 
way of life. It was precisely this 
measure of Westernization that en- 
abled the Orientals to turn the 


“tables, so to speak, on what they 


perceived as a bossy, patronizing 
and monolithic Ashkenazi Labour 
hierarchy. 

To putit a little differently, due to 
a strange and ironic twist of fortune, 
the Orientals, who as Cohen asserts 
were asked to be Westernized “in 
order to become Israelis,” did pre- 
cisely that, and duly exercised their 
elementary right as Israelis, and in 
the best of Western democratic 
traditions, to unseat a regime which 
they decided was not to their liking. 
__ Whether or not this trend will last 
is a moot question, though both the 
1984 elections and recent opinion 
polls show a certain decline of Likud 
Popularity. Elazar suggests, howev- 
er, that the trends which first 
emerged in the aftermath of the 1977 
elections are likely to gain strength 
in the coming generation. 

This is also the tentative opinion 
of C, Paul Bradley in his commend- 
ably brief but comprehensive and 
well-written Summing-up of the last 
three Knesset elections and their 
aftermaths. In five well-organized 
and easily accessible chapters, the 
author of Parliamentary Elections in 
Israel: Three Case Studies covers ἃ 
surprisingly wide range of subjects. 
An introductory chapter on the ma- 
jor features of the Israeli party sys- 
tem is followed by separate chapters 
on each of the three parliamentary 
elections of 1977, 1981 and 1984. For 
each election examined, Bradiey 
provides a background section, an 
account of the cdmpaign, an assess- 
ment of the results, and a final 
séction on the formation of the new 
post-election government. Ina short 
concluding chapter, he summarizes 
what he considers the most signifi- 
cant trends of the period covered. 

He writes: “It is probable that the 
present voting preference of man 
Oriental Jews for. the Likud will 
prove a transient phenomenon. The 
shift in the Oriental vote to Likud 
was partly conceived as an effective 
device to punish the Labour Party 
for its leadership's patronizing atti- 
tudes toward Oriental immigrants, 
which may .prove an insufficient 
motivation for long-term affiliation 
to the Likud, Orientals are still stri- 
kingly under-represented in govern- 
ment and party bodies and remain a 
relatively depressed sector in the 
economy. Disillusionment with 
Likud may follow disillusionment 
with Labour, and lead to the search 
for a more effective party vehicle to 


‘establish the Orientals’ political 


iiscendancy which their cama 
numbers portend.” 
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THE NAME of Lord Moyne will 
long be remembered here: He was 
the first and only British statesman 
to be assassinated by the Stern 
Guang. He was murdered in Cairo in 
November 1944, shortly after his ap- 
pointment as Britain's minister resi- 
dent in the Middle East. 

Moyne’s death came at a time 
when the majority of Palestinian 
Jews were fighting in the British 
armed forces and virtually the entire 
Yishuv had flung itself behind the 
British war effort. Though no Zion- 
ists had any reason to love Moyne, 
they were shocked by the murder, as 
were Jews around the world. 

The introduction to Moyne's 
valuable war diaries offers no expla- 
nation for his murder. But prior to 
his last appointment, Moyne had 
served as secretary of state for the 
colonies and then as deputy minister 
of state in Cairo. He had proved an 
implacable foe of Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine. While he no 
doubt believed that this was in the 
best interests of Britain, it is also 
clear from his diaries that he was 
tainted with more than his fair share 
of aristocratic British anti-Semitism. 

Moyne was born Walter Edward 
Guinness in Dublin, 1880 and was 
educated at Eton. His father be- 
came the first Earl of Iveagh. Wal- 
ter, a third son, served in the Boer 
Wir, was wounded, mentioned in 
dispatches and rose to captain. In 
1907 he entered Parliament and rep- 
resented Bury St. Edmunds until 
1931. He stayed in the Suffolk Yeo- 
manry and in 1914 was second-in- 
command of a regiment with the 
rank of Major. While still an ΜΡ, 
he went off to war, first to Gallipoli 
and then.to the Western Front, 
where he served with distinction and 
enormous bravery and was twice 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Order, Britain's second-highest dec- 
oration for gallantry.

Great War. More than half of them 
are devoted to Moyne’s experiences 
as a commander of various hum- 
drum battalions in the front fine in 
Gallipoli and France. However, his 
insights and power of description, 
not to mention his highly critical 
faculties, provide a particularly viv- 
id picture of the hopeless muddle at 
the bridgeheads around Anzac Cove 
at Gallipoli, and of the suffering and 


illness of the inadequately supplied 
troops, neglected by their senior of- 
ficers whony Guinness complained 
were interested only in medals and 
promotion, and who never gave 
thought to the welfare of their 
troups.

“THERE ARE NO excellent com- 
panies.” So,begins Tom Peters’s new 
book, and so he dismisses two pre- 
vious books, in Search of Excellence 
and A Passion for Excellence. They 
described a method for good man- 
agement in a stable, business-as- 
usual world. Such a world no longer 
exists. Those orderly supply-versus- 
demand graphs that economics stu- 
dents learned bear no resemblance 
to. today’s topsy-turvy world of 
rapid-fire mergers, corporate raid- 
ers, and wildly gyrating currency and 
stock values. 

Note: although Mr. Peters wrote 
his book for American business peo- 
ple, his diagnoses and prescriptions 
are strong medicine for anywhere in 
the world. 

The business world is getting more 
complicated. Companies are trading 
each other like stocks. On the same 
day last year, Chrysler bought 
American Motors and USAir swal- 
lowed Piedmont Airlines. Joint ven- 
tures and currency-exchange trans-

1s. New technologies have not 
only revolutionized manufacturing, 
- but also design, distribution and fi- 
nance, Quality-conscious consumers 
᾿ are voting with their dollars. 

American business has not ad- 
justed, and Mr. Peters does not 
mince his words.

In 1981, 10 banks 
failed; in 1986, 138. 

Why? The author points al two 
fallacious assumptions: bigger is bet- 
ter and labour should be as special- 
ized as possible. Both once fuelled 
American business, but now they are 
dead weights, dragging itdown. — 

American manufacturers applied 
the pioneers’ vision — that of an 
endless frontier - and created mass- 
production lines and monopolistic 
trusts. When labour was cheap, and 
America the only game in town, the 
profits were incredible. Space is the 
final frontier, only Americans ha- 
ven’t gotten the message. High pro- 
ductivity and low status of labour 
meant low quality and low innova- 
tion. The tiny niches that the craft- 
conscious European and Japanese 
craftemen carved out have suddenly 
widened, leaving big, abandoned 
factories all over America. ν 

Companies that don't mend their 

ways will fold. The successful firm of 
the 1990s will be: flatter, thatis, have 
fewer levels of organization; decen- 
tralized, niche-market-oriented; 
quality-conscious, service- 
conscious, more responsive and an 


employer of well-trained flexible 
people. 

What's a boss to do? The solution 
is as drastic as the situation. What 
was “‘nice-to-do" in 1979... has 
become a ‘must-do' in the fate 
1980 5," says Mr. Peters. 


THE BULK OF the book is divided 
into five parts, each standing for an 
area of management that needs help. 
They are: “Creating Total Customer 
Responsiveness," “Pursuing Fast- 


Paced Innovation,” “Achieving Fie- - 


xibility by Empowering People,” 
“Learning to Love Change: A New 
View of Leadership at All Levels,” 
and “Building Systems for a World 
Turned Upside Down.? 

Each area except the fast contains 
10 prescriptions. Every one -- there 
are 45 — is a challenge, “an urgent 
call for radical reform.” 

Some companies have already be- 
gun to implement the customer- 
Tesponsiveness, prescriptions. They 
are creating a “porosity,” an ability 
to listen to customers and change 
accordingly. Federal Express was 
re with a new idea -- guaran- 
teed overnight parcel delivery. To 
keep ahead (not just abreast) of the 
competition, FE took its business a 
step further. It stockpiled corporate 
customers’ supplies in its own ware- 
houses. When one of their customers 
wants something, hecallsFE. . 

The world is moving quickly; if 
you're not part of the steamroller, 
you're part of the road. Yet to throw 
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big money at a new project is too 
risky. Peters recommends “small 
starts,” that is, new ideas are de- 
veloped quickly and sent ASAP to 


small markets. Hedging your bets 
means that if one small project fails, 
you haven't lost much, but if it 
succeeds, you've guined plenty. For 
some, this process comes naturally. 
Whena certain kibbutz in the Jezreet 
Valley was getting off the pround, it 
tried everything -- wheat. sheep. 
dairy products — before settling on 
olives and catton-picking machines. 
Today it exports both around the 
world. 


TO BE SUCCESSFUL, 2 firm 
needs to keep its own peaple, down 
to the janitor, happy and involved, 
Workers are not apt to leave 4 com- 
pany that shows it cares. The first 
Step is trust. Peters pushes for re- 
training programmes and 
employment-security agreements, 
to eliminate workers" fears of a lay- 
off. This idea is nothing new; in 
1806, Robert Owen owned a cotton 
mill in New Lanark, Scotland. That 
year, an American embargo cut off 
the supply of cotton. Unlike his 
peers, Owen did not throw dis em- 
ployees into the street. Instead, he 
shut down his machines and put his 
peaple to work cleaning the mill! 

Al the same time that the man in 
the ‘grey flannel suit changes, so 
should his boss. Management must 
create a fortress of stability at home, 
so that employces will feel more 
secure when they sally forth. Inspira- 
tion is not enough; the boss should 
live his vision, work outside his 
office, listen to his employees, dele- 
gate his authority and bash 


bureaucracy (Peters’s pet peeve) 
whenever possible. 

A shrug and an “It's the system” 
should div like the dincsaurs, Peters 
recommends. This last section builds 
on the other four. Peters’s thesis is 
simple -- literally. Deluxe Check 
Promises to send out every order the 
day after it 1s received, ana rarely 
misses. How? Each day's order slip 
is a different colour. Tuesday is 
oringe, and a plant manager knows 
that “at 4:30 Wednesday, IE don't 
want to see any orange around 
here.”” 


ASITS SUBTITLE suggests, Τηρῖν- 
ing on Chaos is a handbook, ἃ guide 
to running a business in tough times. 
Peters goes out of his way to make 
sure that his book is used, not left on 
a shelf. He constantly asks pointed 
questions, encourages tough goals 
and provides examples to show what 
“the other guys” are up to. Every 
Prescription has a short “First Steps” 
section, for managers who don't 
know where to begin. Peters asks for 
the impossible, but makes it sound 
like fun, He'll consider anything that 
can shake up a lethargic business: 
“Invite them [your people] next 
month tu a spot in the woods. Bring 
beer and shovels. Tote out ἃ smal! 
wooden casket. In it place all the 
forms and rules and discontinued 
reports that you and they have tag- 
ged for immediate elimination. If 
you've gat real nerve, bury the office 
copier next to the casket. Wear mad 
garb, Lead a chant as the casket and 
copier are lowered into the ground: 
“No more paper, no more forms.” 
If a boss has shar kind of guts, he's 
onthe right track.

A WIDER CANVAS is attempted 
with Feany. The scene shifts from 
England to Italy, but the fun- 
ental problems are not very 
different. Ellen Fenwick, a school- 
teacher, gets a job as governess to an 
English family for six months in an 
Italian villa, She never returns to 
England. even when Fascism per- 
vades the country and she has to 
spend some of the war in an intern- 
ment camp.

Only when 
you huve heard the Scotty Road 
beitskes (question for et 'ymologists - 
Why this Yiddishism of dubious ori- 
gin, plural heitsimer - unknown 
south of the Trent?) or heard a 
dockers’ discussion down the Ding- 
le, can you say you know what true 
Scouse sounds like, 

It would need a Professor Higgins 
to detect the different nuances of 
specch used by a wacker from Wal- 
ton and a scouser from Speke. ‘There 
is a Jewish version, too, ἃ miserable 
attempt at gentility which reaches its 
apotheosis in the pronunciation of 
butcher as batcher.

AT THE TIME of writing, one can- 
not be categorical as to all the de- 
tails of the Pessah tragedy at Beita. 
But it is clear from all sources that a 
group of leuts from the village 
forced the young hikers to enter 
Beita. Further, it can safely be as- 
sumed that it was not their intention 
to display the renowned Semitic 
hospitality to strangers and invite 
the group in for coffee or fora quiet 
discussion of the merits of an inter- 
national conference as a prologue or 
full-size accompaniment to talks on 
the political future of the adminis- 
tered territories. 

In parentheses it may be observed 
that about 150 years ago the English 
traveller Alexander William King- 
Jake noted that “Nablous.” the 
nearest city to Beita, “is the very 
furnace of bigotry.
